Commenting on Mr. Asquith’s declaration in 
the House of Commons yesterday, that the 
British Government would not tolerate the re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations with Germany 
after the war until reparation had been made 
for the murder of Captain Fryatt and similar 
outragés, the Matin to-day remarks:—A country 
with which diplomatic relations no longer exist 
is like a man who has been placed outside the 
pale of society, to whom nobody speaks, and 
who is barred from any human intercourse. 
Without diplomatic relations it is impossible 
for a nation ta have economic relations guaran- 
teed by any kind of agreement, or to protect 
her nationals on foreign soil. There are other 
no less serious consequences arising from such a 
situation, as, for instance, the impossibility of 
exchanging the kind of information that the 
judicial authorities of great States place at each 
other's disposal. We do not doubt that the 
Allies will identify themselves with Great Bri- 
tain’s initiative. Perhaps they will even put 
forward suggestions for gp engte. it by other 
measures. The result will be that every Ger- 
man living in immense districts administered by 
the Allies will be, so to speak, a homeless man, 
as nothing the German authorities can do will 
be considered valid by the signatory Powers. 
This new arrangement is, indeed, a grave threat, 
and if there is anything that could make Ger- 
many advance still further on the path of 
crime, it is this decision, which is as important 
as any yet taken.
